slender, energetic, alert, with a sweet, mellow, far-reaching voice, she strik ingly 
resembles her father, and went to America after her triump hant crusade in Canada 
with the rep utation of being one of the best women orators in the w orld. 
She has a 
strength, sinoerity and sp iritual fervor that cany' her audiences with her and sweep 
them on waves of religious fervor to higher sp irituality. 
As a child, with her sweet face and her little jingling tambourine, she ven­ 
tured into the slums of Dark est London and faced without a tremor, degradation 
she could not understand; but which the sunshine of the love she radiated was a t 
last to p enetrate and soften. 
For a time she was comp elled to go disguised as & 
flower-girl, but after suffering p ersonal violence more than a hundred times and 
bravely leading her p eop le where the p olice rarely ventured and were always needed* 
she finally triump hed, and to-day the name of Eva Booth is held in reverence 
in 
even the worst sections of London. 
Through her p ersonal influence obnoxious laws regarding p ublic religious 
meetings in the streets of England have been rep ealed, and under her leadership 
the Army in England calmed the temp er of street mobs and vanquished their op ­ 
p osition. 
She went to Cornwall, and talk ed to work » .s in the tin mines; undaunted 
she went into the mines under the sea, with the surf roaring overhead, to visit the 
sick and dying; she carried her message to the weavers of the Midlands, and braved 
her way through all difficulties to fight the battle of temp erance and better living. 
She has held p ractically every rank in the Army, and in Canada, where she was in 
command, often traveled bravely through the p rovinces on snowshoes, p reaching 
to men in the lumber camp s. 
To-day she is the ruler of nearly 4,000 p aid officers 
and more than 125,000 of an organized force that ministers day and night, unoeas- 
ingly, to the temp oral and sp iritual needs of three million p eop le.
